THOROLD — Peter Kormos 
feared being forgotten. 

Well, fear not, Peter. 

Judging by the showing at 
Saturday's memorial of family, 
friends and those whose lives 
were touched by the outspo¬ 
ken politician, it seems his 
name has been ingrained into 
the minds of many. 

Possibly none more so than 


Mark Kormos, who opened 
up to the crowd of more than 
1,000 to share personal sto¬ 
ries of his big brother, his 
inspiration. Peter Kormos, 
the former Welland MPP and 
Niagara regional councillor, 
died March 30 at age 60. 

Because Peter was 14 years 
Mark’s senior, the pair did 
not have a “typical sibling 
relationship."

That, however, didn’t pre¬ 
vent a bond from forming 
between them. 

Peter had already begun 
to “spread his wings” when 
Mark was finally old enough 
to realize the impact his older 
brother was going to have in 
the community. 

And that impact did not 
stop at the family’s front door. 

Mark fondly recalled Peter 
sitting him down to play him 
the music that influenced his 
life, his sold. 

Bob Dylan. Woody Guthrie. 
Pete Seeger. American folk 
legends who interestingly 
enough created musical pro¬ 
test and always questioned 
political agendas. 

Records filled with sear¬ 
ing emotion weren’t the only 
introduction Peter made to 
his younger sibling. 

He was the one who took 
the training wheels off Mark’s 
bike, teaching him to ride 
independently in the parking 
lot of Gordon Public School. 

He also taught him that 
while money is useful, “the 
accumulation of money is not 
an end in itself,” Mark said. 
It’s what a person chooses 
to do with that wealth that 
determines their character. 

"Having Peter as a brother 
was a wonderful thing,” Mark 
said, one often filled with 


both awe and inspiration. At 
other times, it posed a bit of a 
challenge. 

“How do you follow along 
with someone with that sort 
of stride?” he questioned. 

It became a matter of 
deciding whether to get out 
of Peter’s shadow, or remain 
in the shade. 

He admitted he would 
often “tense up a bit” when 
asked if he was related to 
Peter, never knowing what 
would follow. 

That tenseness came with¬ 
out precedence, he said, as 
the stories were never of 
Peter ruffling feathers, though 
there’s no doubt that’s some¬ 
thing he enjoyed to do, but 
rather of him helping others 
and touching the lives of 
friends, family and strangers 

“He wasn’t guided to do 
things out of self-promotion,” 
Mark said, as the stories 
rarely came from Peter’s lips. 

His big brother’s enor¬ 
mous presence could have 
taken him anywhere in life, 
but Peter chose to remain in 
his “beloved community" of 
Welland, Mark said. 

“He dedicated his life to his 
community.” 

Despite that dedication, 
Peter feared he would be 
forgotten. 

When he retired from 
his longstanding role as 


Welland's MPP, he was afraid 
no one would remember 
him, said Sherri Wightman, 
his longtime friend and 
neighbour. 

“It’s apparent he had 
nothing to worry about,” 
she added, looking around 
the packed room — one of 
five on the property filled to 
standing-room capacity. 

Having met Peter about 30 
years ago, Wightman knew 
him better than most. 

She worked in his law 
office, where she learned of 
his demand for proper spell¬ 
ing and his unrelenting need 


to challenge tasks thought to 
be impossible. 

She also learned not to 
bring a slice of pie for lunch 
unless she planned to bring 
one along for him, too. 

As she grew up, Peter 
evolved, she said, inciting 
laughter from the crowd. 

The pair grew only closer. 

Peter became a travel com¬ 
panion for Wightman and 
husband Rob, and even her 
occasional dance partner. 

Wightman thanked Peter 
for his unwavering friend¬ 
ship, trust, loyalty and kind¬ 
ness that he bestowed on her 


over the years. 

“I’m going to miss you PK.” 

Peter’s image in the com¬ 
munity existed in three parts. 

There was the mythology, 
the legend, and the human 
being, said lifelong friend 
Mike Grimaldi, who also 
acted as Peter's campaign 
manager through his many 
election runs. 

There were many tall tales 
told of Peter over the years, 
some of them wild, others 
laughable, and yet somehow 
they were all believed as they 
spread through the commu¬ 
nity, he said. 

It was once said that Peter 
ran into a burning house to 
save his neighbours from cer- 

While he did call 911 upon 
seeing the blaze, and even 
crawled under the home’s 
porch to save the family’s 
beloved pooch, that’s where 
the heroic tale came to an end, 
Grimaldi said with a laugh. 

“It was all a part of who 
Peter was,” he said, adding 
his pal would just shrug off 
the sensationalized stories 
that often ran rampant. 

Grimaldi felt it was Peter 
the man, in all his honesty, 
who few understood. 

He was the man who 
bought flowers at the market 
every Saturday, only to 
deliver them to seniors in the 
local hospital. 


He was the man who read 
through every newspaper 
imaginable to keep in tune 
with issues happening locally, 
nationally and around the 

He was the man who 
sometimes refrained from 
cashing the cheques of his 
legal clients, depending on 
their circumstances, and who 
took troubled youths under 
his wing. 

Kormos left Grimaldi with 
words he will never forget. 

“He said, ‘People can come 
and take your money. People 
can come and take your house. 
People can come and take your 
car, but people can never take 
your integrity. That’s some¬ 
thing you need to give away 
and I will never give that away.’ 
Well, I can tell you my friend, 
you never did.” 

Peter’s pride in his work 
was apparent in every 
speech, which always began 
the same, said Welland MP 
Malcolm Allen. 

"Brothers and sisters, 
friends and neighbours, 
thanks for letting me be here 
with you today." 

For Peter, it wasn’t just a 
speech. It was truth, Allen 

As he spoke with passion 
and vigour, Peter meant every 
carefully-selected word.

The life of Peter

THOROLD - Even 
when Peter Kormos was 
a child, those who knew 
him best had no doubt 
the bright young man 
would go far. 

“He was always strong- 
minded,” said his uncle 
John Kormos. 

“I have a little story 
about that," John added. 
“Peter was only 14, and I 
had a business in Welland 
— a motorcycle shop.” 

John recalled having 
trouble getting motorcy¬ 
cle parts from a supplier 
in Toronto. 

“I couldn't satisfy my 
customers and that irri¬ 
tated me,” he recalled. 

He said Peter over¬ 
heard him arguing with 
the parts supplier over 
the telephone and took 
it upon himself to write a 
letter to that company. 

“I don’t know what 
he wrote down, but he 
sent the letter off and 
within five days I got 
all the parts. I couldn’t 
understand it," John 
said. “Peter was 14 years 
old when he wrote that 
letter and I’ve still to 
find out what was in it. 
He wouldn’t tell me.” 

A few days later, John 
drove to Toronto to pick 

parts from the supplier. 

“They wined and dined 
me, and took me out for 
dinner - all because 
of that one letter Peter 
sent,” he said. 

It’s one of many sto¬ 
ries shared by more than 
1,000 people remember¬ 
ing Welland's longtime 
provincial government 
representative during

ated by the occasional 
chuckle as guests awaited 
the start of the service. 

But amidst the happy 
memories there was a 
sense of profound sad¬ 
ness and loss — evident 
by the occasional sound 
of weeping and tissues 
wiping tears from red 
puffy eyes — still poi¬ 
gnant more than a month 
after Peter’s death March 
30. He was 60 years old. 

Claudette Richard 
recognized many of the 
more than 200 people 
who gathered in the main 
chapel of the funeral 
home, while hundreds 
more sat in other areas 
of the recently-built 
1,700-square-metre 
facility. 

“There’s a real assort¬ 
ment of everybody here,” 
said Richard, who grew up 
a few houses away from 
the Kormos family on 
Riverside Dr. in Welland. 

There were people she 
knew who were strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet 
and others who had 
reached the upper eche¬ 
lons of their professions. 

All of them — ranging 
from the downtrodden 
whom Peter helped, to 
Ontario Liberal Premier 
Kathleen Wynne — had 
one thing in common. 
They all shared a friend¬ 
ship with the man whose 
ashes rested in a wooden 
urn at the front of the 
chapel beside a pair of 
well-worn cowboy boots 


and bouquets of spring 
flowers. 

John said his nephew did 
his best to help everyone 
he could, “from people col¬ 
lecting welfare, right up to 
the greatest minds in gov¬ 
ernment.” And like John, 
most of those people had 
stories to share about the 
man who wore those boots. 

“He was a character," 
Richard said, recalling 
some of her own happy 
memories of Peter. 


Peter’s cousin Karen 
Lundy was impressed by 
the number of people at 
the memorial service, 
but it was no less than 
she expected. 

"This is big. I knew it 
was going to be. He was 
a very popular person 
with family, with friends, 
all around,” she said fol¬ 
lowing the service, while 
standing beside Peter’s 
mother, Simone Dettlaff. 

“If you needed some¬ 


thing, call on Peter and 
he’d help you out. He 
did everything for the 
public," Lundy said. “He 
was amazing, and people 
don’t forget. They really 
don't forget what it was 
all about.” 

Welland MP Malcolm 
Allen urged to keep those 
memories of Peter alive. 

“Memories are such 
wonderful things to keep 
close to your heart,” he 
said.

Full of gas 


Premier Kathleen Wynne and past premier Dalton McGuinty 
were so full of it in their testimony about the Liberals' gas plant 
fiasco, that some final observations on their absurd arguments are 
warranted. 

First was Wynne’s statement the government needs to develop 
better ways of listening to communities when it comes to locating 
gas plants, and McGuinty’s claim he cancelled the Oakville and 
Mississauga plants because he listened to local health and safety 


In the real world, if McGuinty and Wynne gave a fig about 
community concerns, they wouldn't have rammed industrial 
wind turbines down the throats of rural Ontarians, while 
taking away the rights of local municipalities to have any say 
on the issue. 

McGuinty's hypocrisy is particularly astounding, given that 
he called anyone who objected to industrial wind turbines a 
“nimby,” unless they were doing so for legitimate safety and 
environmental reasons, all of which his government rejected 
as invalid. 

In feet, people claiming adverse health symptoms caused by 
noise and low-level vibrations from wind turbines were told by 
the liberal government they were the only ones complaining, 
when in actuality hundreds of complaints were pouring in from 
across the province. 

As for McGuinty’s claim he stopped the Oakville and 
Mississauga plants in part because he was concerned about 
asthmatic children, this is more specious nonsense. 

If McGuinty really cared about asthmatic children, he would 
have put scrubbers on Ontario's coal-fired electricity plants 
during all the years he was breaking his 2003 election promise to 
dose them by2007, which the liberals still haven’t fully delivered. 

Coal plants are fer worse than natural gas plants when it comes 
to emitting pollution. 

Further, Ontario’s Chief Medical Officer of Health has said the 
gas plants wouldn’t have had any negative health impacts on local 
residents. 

The troth is the liberals cancelled the two gas plants — at a cost 
to the public of at least $585 million, instead of the $230 million

WELLAND — Efforts to put an end 
to broken bones, bruised faces and 
battered egos continue. 

Among the ranks of people who 
won’t tolerate the abuse of women 
are nearly 600 students from three 
local high schools who carried ban¬ 
ners through the streets of Welland 
last week to raise awareness about 
domestic violence. 

The students were participating in 
Notre Dame College School's 23rd 
annual Walk Against Male Violence, 
including about 500 students from 
Notre Dame, as well as about 60 
more from Lakeshore Catholic High 
School in Port Colborne, and about 
30 from Confederation secondary 
school. 

Teacher Paul Turner said the stu¬ 
dents held a moment of silence for 
victims of violence — “particularly 
women and children” — as well as 
for ailing provincial walk organizer 
and founder Ken Hancock. 

Hancock, Turner said, “has put 
mega hours into this for the past 23 
years.” 

Carrying banners, urging people 
to “Stop violence against women,” 
the students walked along Thorold 


Rd., Prince Charles Dr. and Lincoln 
and King Sts. before arriving at the 
Merritt Park Amphitheatre. 

"We talk about terrorism, and we 
have it happening in our own neigh¬ 
bourhoods and our own homes. 
Women and children, in particular, 
are held hostage themselves," Turner 
said. “We need to get the word out 

Locally, the event raises funding 
for Women’s Place of South Niagara. 
This year, the students collected 
donations of more than $11,000 for 
the agency that assists women and 
children that have escaped domestic 

Women’s Place community 
engagement co-ordinator Jennifer 
McQuestion said it’s also extremely 
important to get young people 
involved. 

“It’s raising awareness and having 
young people start to understand the 
importance of healthy relationships, 
and this sort of violence isn’t going 
to be accepted.” 

McQuestion said getting schools 
involved is one of the most impor¬ 
tant things people can do “to try and 
stop the cycle of violence.” 

“This is an amazing initiative.”

Getting a tattoo is not something that 
should be done without giving it some 
serious consideration. 

“Studies show that if we can just slow 
the impulsivity down so that they can 
think about it, rather than going into a 
tattoo studio and deciding something 
in a few minutes,” said Dr. Craig Kuhn, 
an addiction physician with Niagara 
Addiction Services. 

Kuhn visited Riverview School in 
Chippawa Friday where he delivered an 
educational program to Grade 7 and 8 
students called Think Before You Ink. 

It’s estimated that up to 30% of 18 to 29 
year olds get “inked.” 

Many students gets tattoos and pierc¬ 
ings before they're 15. 

“A tattoo is something that might 
affect them for the rest of their lives,” said 
Kuhn, who incorporates live music and 
a power-point presentation to explain 
the historical and cultural origins of tat¬ 
toos, the anatomy of skin relevant to the 
application of tattoos and the various 


inks, public health risks and medical 
implications. 

"Sometimes people don't necessarily 
regret getting the tattoo generally, but 
they might regret the type or circum¬ 
stances such as getting it in jail and get¬ 
ting hepatitis C and now having to be 
treated,” he said. "There are a lot of spin¬ 
offs to not allowing, some standards of 
tattooing.” 

Kuhn has presented the program to 
58 schools and has reached thousands 
of students. His biggest audience was 
900 students at a presentation in Prince 
Edward Island. 

Kuhn talked about the health risks of 
getting a tattoo from an amateur in their 
home or even in a prison where needles 
are used more than once. 

"Lots of home-made materials are 
unsafe,” he said, noting prisoners have 
been known to use the Bible to get ink 
from the red letters, or the staple that 
holds the pages together is used as a 
needle. 

Niagara Falls MPP Kim Craitor, who 
soon plans to introduce legislation relat¬ 
ing to tattoos, attended the presentation.

Pelham may 
back turbine 
opposition

PELHAM — John Durley wants the 
provincial government to know that 
Pelham supports its neighbour in its 
unwillingness to host wind turbines. 

The Ward 3 councillor said recently 
that he wanted to make a motion 
to support Wainfleet in its efforts. 
Council directed town staff to report 
back with more information and 
recommendations. 

The Township of Wainfleet recently 
passed a resolution that states the 
municipality doesn’t 
want wind turbine 
projects in its com¬ 
munity and sent 
a letter stating its 
stance on wind tur¬ 
bine development 
to Premier Kathleen 
Wynne, the Ministry 
of the Environment 
and the province of 
Ontario. 

The resolution came 
about after Wynne conveyed the gov¬ 
ernment’s desire to limit industrial wind 
turbine projects to communities that are 
willing hosts. 

Wainfleet’s motion was received 
by Pelham council and the issue was 
up for discussion at Monday night’s 
meeting. 

“The controversial issue of wind tur¬ 
bines has been a hot button issue in 
Wainfleet. I think it’s important to look 
at the fact that more municipalities are 
becoming unwilling hosts,” Duley said, 
adding the issue should be “kept on the 

Wainfleet Mayor April Jeffs said 
she was pleased to hear the news that 
Pelham is considering supporting 
Wainfleet. 

“It holds so much more weight 
when it's our neighbouring munici¬ 
palities supporting us. I think it 
shows a lot and sends a message,” 
Jeffs said later. 

“If we’re not willing hosts, then the 
province should respect it.” 

The mayor said she realizes wind 
turbines could benefit some areas, like 
Welland where 200 jobs will be created 
to manufacture wind turbine blades, but 
energy projects to dot landscapes don’t 
fit in Wainfleet. 

“Jobs are great but I really believe 
it’s going to be short term and produce 
something people don’t want.”

PORT COLBORNE - It's been
